WHEN THE SENATE WILL ACTON IT 
Major McKinley Discredits the Report That 
the Senate Finance Committee is Hostile 
to the Bill, and Believes it Will Pass. 


Wasnincton, May 25.—[Special.]—The 


sgenate finance committee will probably 


not make a report on the McKinley tariff bill 
before the middle of June. The republican 
senators are trying to soften down the reports 
of their contemplated butchery of the house 
bill, and if some of the statements, which are 
alleged to emanate from vertain quarters are to 
be credited, it would seem that there is little 
foundation for the assertions of Major Butter- 
worth and others, concerning the hostility of 
the senate finance committee to the McKinley 
dill, Major McKinley affects not to believe 
that the senate committee will report a sub- 
stitute, but then naturally he would be the 
last man to admit that such a dire calamity 
could happen. He says there is as much hum- 
buggery in the reports, as there was in the ru- 
mors of dissension in the house, which didn’t 
pan out. 
THE WEEK IN CONGRESS. 

Several subjects of importance are likely to 
engage the attention of the senate this week. 
The naval appropriation bill, over which a 
debate of unexpected length occurred last 
week, is still undisposed of, and will come up 
tomorrow as unfinished business. That it will 
be disposed of in one session is uneertain, as 
an attack upon the appropriation of the three 
battle ships is expected from the democratic 
side of the chamber. By an agreement reached 
last Friday, Senator Wilson’s bill to place im- 
ported liquors in original packages under state 
regulation, is the special order for Tuesday, to 
be discussed to the finish. Senator Pugh has 
given notice of his intention to speak on the 


‘silver bill after the naval bill is disposed of, 


bu? will doubtless withhold his: remarks until 
the silver bill is taken up, after the vote on the 
imported liquor bill. Under the conditions 
that will exit, it is doubtful if the silver 
bill will get a hearing this week. 
Friday will be Memorial Day, and 
the senate will adjourn from Thursday to Sat- 
urday, which; under the present arrangement, 
is devoted to bills on the calendar to which 
there is no objection made. 
THE HOUSK BUSINESS. 

The committee on appropriations expect to 
have the fortifications and legislative, execu- 
tive and judicial appropriation bills ready to 
report during the week. Probably the small 
remainder of the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill, which has not yet been considered, 
will be disposed of by the house tomorrow be- 
fore it embarks upon consideration of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia matters, including the Rock 
Creek park bill, which, for some time, stood 
as unfinished business in the way of other local 
legislation. The conference report on tie 
anti-trust bill may be presented early in the 
week, and will, doubtless give rise to much 
debate, as the report is unacceptable te Mr. 
Bland and other democrats. The Alabama con- 
tested election case was to have come tp 
Tuesday, but has again been postponed by 
agreement, in order to afford time forthe prep- 
aration of the minority report. It was the in- 
tention to allot some days during the week to 
the pub’ic building committee,and the judiciary 
committee, which latter is urging action on 
the judges’ salary and bankruptcy bills, but 
the absence Speaker Reed may cause a 

vosiponement of the proposed arrangement. 

t is possible, however, as Carlisle’s retire- 
ment from the house leaves a republican ma- 
jority in the committee on rules, evenin the 
absence of the speaker, that this programme 
may be at once carried out. The. post-office 
appropriation bill is within easy reach on the 
calendar, and the conference reports on the 
District of Columbia appropriation bill, the 
service pension bill, and the administrative 
customs bill are among the possible subjects 
for consideration.

“Come, let usireason together.’’ Whenever 
there has been a railroad disposed to meet the 
brotherhood, and reason with its members, a 
Strike has never occurred. There is no such 
thing in the Brotherhood as ordering a strike. 
No one is vested withthe authority of ordering 
the men to quit. I am opposed to our brother- 
hood forming an alliance with any other class 
of labor.’’

MORE ABOUT THE GREAT THRILL. 

ALBANY, N. Y., May 25.—A special to the 
Press and Knickerbocker, from Gloversville, 
N. Y., says that at 7 o’clock this morning the 
city was visited with a severe shock of earth- 
quake. Large buildings were shaken, the peo- 
ple thrown out of chairs and out of bed, and 
glass was shattered. The earthquake was pre- 
ceded by a loud rumbling sound. At the 
same moment the fire alarm bells rang out and 
the whole city turned out, the excitement be- 
ing intense. Asmall dwelling was burned. 
Later in the morning, when the excitement 
had hardly subsided, the fire bells again gave 
the alarm, and a large. briek, building, in the 
rearof the opera-house was discovered in 
fiames. It was occupied by Julius Cole as a 
laundry, and was entirely destroyed. Another 
Slight shock wasfelt about noon. The shock 
was the most severe ever felt in this vicinity. 

Utica, N. -¥., May 25.—Shortly after 7 
o’clock this morning the Mohawk valley was 
disturbed by a slight shock of earthquake, ac- 
companied by lightning and heavy winds. The 
shock in this vicinity was very light, but in- 
creased in intensity to Montgomery county, 
where, at Fort Hunter, it -was yuite severe. 
At Little Falls dishes rattled and rumbling as 
of distant thunder was heard. 
ter the buildings were shaken, and beds inoved 
so that the occupants were awakened. In 
Utica dishes rattled, ang some people report a 
slight vibration, but the shocks were hardly 
perceptible. No damage was ‘done in any 
quarter. This is the firstseismic phenomenon 
of note here since 1884.

JOHNSTOWN AGAIN FLOODED. 


The Rivers Rising, and the Cellars Full of 
Water. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., May 25.—A terrific. rain- 
storm, accompanied by heavy thunder and 
lightning, occurred here this afternoon... The 
rain fell in sheets for about half an hour, 
flooding the streets, filling cellars, and doing 
a great deal of damage. 

Railroad street, in Cambria, is under water, 
the water being up to the first floor in about 
fifty houses on that street.

Shef and the seat upon which he was sitting 
were struck by the cow-catcher and thrown 
upon the embankment. Shef’s neck was 
broken, and he died instantly. Winnie fell 
beneath the wheels. The track for a hundred 
yards was covered with her remains. One of 
the mules had its leg broken. The other es- 
caped uninjured. 

THE OTHER NEGROES ESCAPED. 

Two other negroes, who were in the wagon, 
slipped out and escaped. The train was 
stopped as soon as possible and backed to the 
scene of the tragedy, but no help could be ren- 
dered. 

Winnie Davis, when killed, had a sack of 
fiour in her lap, and it was strewn along the 
track with her fragments. Her remains, 
which could be picked up, were placed in a 
soap box, which they did not fill. The Lee 
county coroner held an inquest this morning, 
the verdict being that they came to their death 
by their own negligence, thus exonerating the 
railroad.

Four Hundred and Eighty-Five Dollars Paid 
In, On Which More Than Eighteen 
Thousand Doliars is Traded. 


Datuas, Ga., May 25.—[Special.}—The co- 
operative or alliance store, located at Dallas, 
was organized the 4th day of February, 1889. 
J. L. Clay was elected president, J. T. Carter 
secretary and B. T. Drake treasurer. The fol- 
lowing named gentlemen were elected a board 
of directors: J. L. Clay, B. T. Drake, James 
T. Carter, G. L. Allen, P. P. McBrayer, Cal- 
vin Richards, F. P. Hudson, the officers and 
board of directors to be elected annually. The 
organization was to continue for the term of 
five years. The amount of money necessary 
to run the business of a general supply 
store was to be raised by subscription 
to the stock, the shares of which were valued 
at five dollars, upon which no interest was to 
be paid or dividends declared, the idea being 
to run the store on the most economical plan. 
The goods were tobe bought for cash, and 
sold for cash to the alliancemen, at cost and 
carriage, ten per cent. added, when sold to 
non-alliancemen. ’ 

THE STOCK PAID IN. 

The amount of stock taken and paid in at 
this time was $485. Mr. Lee Owens;an active, 
energetic young farmer, was selected as sales- 
man and he has proven the right man in the 
right place. A commodious house was rented 
and business commenced, with only 
$485 in the treasury. It was run some 
time with this amount until it was demon- 
strated that the plan was a success, since 
which time stock in the alliance store has been 
taken to the amount of $1,500. The directors 
meet quarterly and balance up and see how the 
business stands. Exchange receipts, the 
money arising from the sale of stock, is first 
paid to the treasurer, then to Mr. J. L. Clay,. 
the purchasing agent. He buys for cash where 
he can make the best deal, turning the goods 
over to Mr. Lee Owens. Hesells them for 
cash, turning the money back into the 
treasury, and so on. 

THE AMOUNT MADE. 

The sales to date amount to $18,750. Mr. 
Owens, the salesman, had an assistant 
for four months last winter. The customers 
are alliancemen from all over the county of 
Paulding, and they are well pleased with the 
management of the alliance store. Mr. Owen 
buys all of their barter, such as eggs, chickens, 
butter, etc., giving the highest cash price for 
the same.

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HAMAN HUNG. 


YESTERDAY IN THE TABERNACLE 
PULPIT OF BROOKLYN. 


Dr. Talmage Preaches Upon the Hanging of 
Haman, and Draws Therefrom Many 
Curious Deductions. 


Brooktyyx, May 25.—[{Special.J—In the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music this morning, 


‘after the preliminary exercises, which in this 


congregation are considered as important as 
any of the others, Dr. Talmage preached from 
the text, “‘So they hanged Haman on the gal- 
lows that he had prepared for Mordecai,’’ 


‘Esther7: 10. Following is his sermon in full: 


Here is an Oriental courtier, about the most 
offensive man in Hebrew history, Haman by 
name. He plotted for the destruction of the 
Israelitish nation, and I wonder not that in 


some of the Hebrew synagogues to this day 


when Haman’s name is mentioned, the con- 


_greation clench their fists,and stamp their feet 


and cry, “‘Let his name be blotted out!’’ 
Haman was prime minister in the magnificent 
court of Persia. Thoroughly appreciative of the 


. conferred, he expects everybody that 


xe passes te be obsequious. Coming in one 
day atthe gate of the palace, the servants 
drop their heads in honor of his office; but a 
Hebrew, named Mordecai, gazes upon the 
passing dignitary without bending his head or 
taking off his hat. He was a godéd man, and 
would not have been negligent of the ordinary 
courtesies of life, but he felt no respect either 
for Haman or the nation from which he had 
come. But he could not be hypocritical; and 
while ovhers made oriental salaam, getting 
clear down before this prime minister when he 
passed, Mordecai, the Hebrew, relaxed not a 
muscle of his neck, and kept his chin clear up, 
Because of that affront Haman gets a decree 
from Ahasuerus, the dastardly king, for the 
massacre of all the Israelites, and 
that, of course, will inelude Mordecai. 

To make a long story short, through Qeen 
Esther this whole plot was revealed to her hus- 
band, Ahasuerus. One night Ahasuerus, who 
was affected with insomnia, in his sleepless 
hours calls for his secretary to read to him a 
few passages of Persian history, and so while 
away the night. In the book read that night 
to the king an account was given of a censpir- 
acy, from which Mordecai, the Hebrew, had 
saved the king’s life, and for which kindness 
Mordecai had never received any reward. Ha- 
man, who had been fixing up a nice gallows to 
hang Mordecai on, was walking outside the 
door of the king's sleeping apartment and was 
ecalledin. The king toid him that he had just 
had read to him the account of some one who 
had saved his (the king’s) life, and he asked 
what reward ought to be given 
to such a one. The _ self-conceited 
Haman, sapposing that he himself was to get 
the honor, and not imagining fora moment 
that the deliverer of the king’s life was Mor- 
cecai, says: “‘Why, your majesty ought to 
make a triumph for him, and put acrown on 
him, and set him on asplendid horse, high- 
stepping and full-blooded, and then have one 
of your princes lead the horse through the 
streets, crying, ‘Bow the knee, 
here comes a man who has saved the 
king’s life!’’’ Then said Ahasureus in severe 
tones to Haman: “I know all about your 
scoundrelism. Now you go outand makea 
triumph for Mordecai, the Hebrew, whom you 
hate. Put the best saddle on the finest horse, 
and you, the prince, hold the- stirrup while 
Mordecai. gets on, and then lead his horse 
throvgh the street. Make haste!” 

What a spectacle! A comedy and tragedy 
atone andthe same time. There they go! 
Mordecai, who had been despised, now starred 
and robed, in the stirrups. Haman, the chan- 
holding the prancing, rearing, 
chaimping stallion. Mordecai bends his neck 
at last, but itis to look down at the degraded 
prime minister walking beneath him. Huzza 
for Mordecai! Alas for Hainan! But whata 
pity to have the gallows, recently built, en- 
tirely wasted! It is fifty cubits high, and 
built with care. And Haman had erected it 
for Mordecai, by whose stirrups he now walks 
as groom. Stranger and more startling than 
any romance, there go up the steps of the 
scaffolding, side by side, the hangman, and 
Haman the ex-chancellor. ‘‘So they hanged 
Haman on the gallows that he had prepared 
for Mordecai.” 

Although so many years have passed since 
cowardly Abasuerus reigned, and the beauti- 
ful Esther answered to his whims, and Persia 
perished, yet from the life and death of Haman 
we may draw living lessons of warning and 
instruction. And, first, we come to the prac- 
tical suggestion that, when the heart is wrong, 
things very insignificant will destroy our com- 
fort. Whowould have thought that a great 
prime minister, admired and applauded by 
millions of Persians, would have been so 
nettled and harassed by anything trivial? 
What more could the great digni- 
tary have wanted than his chariots and 
attendants, and  paiaces and banquets? 
If affluence of circumstances can make a man 
contented and happy, surely Haman should 
have been contented and happy. No; Morde- 
cai’s refusal of a bow takes the glitter from the 
gold, and the richness from the purple, and 
the speed from the chariots. ith a heart 
puffed up with every inflation of vanity and 
revenge, it was impossible for him to be happy. 
The silence of Mordecai at the gate was louder 
than the braying of trumpets in the palace. 
Thus shall it always be if the heart is not 
right. Circumstances the most trivial will 
disturb the spirit. 

It is not the great calamities of life that 
create the most worriment. I have seen men, 
felled by repeated blows of misfortune, arising 
from the dust, never desponding. But the 
most of the disquiet which men suffer is from 
insignificant causes; as a Jion, attacked by 
some beast of prey, turns easily around and 
slavs him, vet runs roaring through the forest 
at the alighting on his brawny neck of a few 
insects. You meet some great loss in business 
With comparative composvre, but you can 
think of petty trickeries inflicted upon *you 
which rouse all your capacity for wrath and 
remain in your heart an unbearable annoy- 
ance. If you look back upon your life you 
will find that the most of the vexations and 
disturbances of spirit which you felt 
were produced by circumstances that were not 
worthy of notice. If you want to be happy 
you must not care for trifles. Do not be too 
minute in your inspection of the treatment 
you receive from others. Who cares whether 
Mordecai bows when you pass, or stands erect 
and stiff as cedar? That woodman would not 
make much clearing in the forest, who should 
siop to bind up every little bruise and scratch 
he received in the thicket; ner will that man 
accomplish much for the world or the church, 
who is too watchful and appreciative of petty 
annoyances. There are multitudes of people 
in the world, constantly harrowed because 
they pass their lives not in searching out those 
things which are attractive and deserving, but 
in spying out with all their powers of vision 
to see whether they cannot find a Mordecai. 
@Again, Ilearn from the life of the man 
under our notice that worldly vanity and sin 
are very anxious to have piety bow before 
them. Haman wasa fair emblem of entire 
worldliness, and Mordecai the representative 
of unflinching godliness. Such were the 
usages of society in ancient times that, had 
this Israelite bowed to the prime minister, it 
would have been an acknowledgment of re- 
Spect for his character and nation. Morde- 
cai would, therefore, have sinned against his 


religion had he made any obeisance or dropped | 


his chin half an ineh before Haman. 
When, therefore, proud Haman attempted 
to compel an homage which was not felt, he 
only did what the world ever since has tried to 
do, when it would foree our holy religion in 
any way to yield to its dictates. Daniel, if he 
had been a man of religious compromises, 
would never have been thrown into the den of 
lions. He might have made some arrange- 
ment with King Darius whereby he could 
have retained part of his form of religion 
without making himself so completely obnox- 


. ious to the idolaters. Paul might have retained 


the favor of his rulers and escaped martyrdom 
if he had only beén willing to mix up his 
Christian faith with a few erryrs. His un- 
pending Christian character was taken as an 
Insuit. 
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civilization, or dwarfed the intellect. The - 
enuine reason, whether admitted or not, was 
use the religion of Christ paid no respect 
to their intellectual vanities. Blount and 
Boyle, and the host of infidels hatched 
out by the vile reign of Charles the Second, 
as reptiles crawl out of a marsh of slime, 
could not keep their patience, because, as they 
passed along, there were sitting in the gate of 
the church such mén as Matthew, and Mark, 
and Luke, and John who would not bend an 
inch in resnect to their philosophies, 

Satan told our first parents that they would 
become as gods if they would only reach 
up and take a taste. of the fruit. They 
tried itand failed, but their descendants are 
not yet satisfied with the experiment. We 
have now many desiring .to be as gods, reach-_ 
ing up after yet another apple. uman rea- 
son, scornful of God’s word, may foam and 
strut with the proud wrath of a Haman, and 
attempt tocompel the homage of the good, 
but in the presence of men and angels 
it shall confounded. “God _ shall 
smite thee, thou whited wall.’? When 
science began to make its brilliant discoveries 
there were great facts brought to light that 
seemed to overthrow the truth of the Bible. 
The archeologist with his crowbar, and the 
geologist with his hammer, and the chemist 
with his batteries charged upon. the Bible. 
Moses’s account of the creation seemed denied 
by the very structure of the earth. The as- 
tronomer wheeled round his telescope until 
“the heavenly bodies seemed to marshal them- 
selves against the Bible; as the starsin their 
courses fought against Sisera. Observatories 
and universities rejoiced at what they con- 
sidered the extinction of Christianity. They 
gathered new courage at what they consid- 
ered past victory, and pressed on their con- 
quest into the kingdom of nature until, alas 
for them! they discovered too much. God’s 
word had only been lying in ambush that, in 
some unguarded moment, with a sudden 
bound, it might tear infidelity to pieces. 

It was as when Joshua attacked the city of 
Ai. He selected thirty thousand men, and 
concealed most of them; then with a few men 
he assailed the city, which porfred out its 
numbers and strength upon Joshua’s little 
band. According to previous plan, they fell 
back in seeming defeat, but afterall the proud 
inhabitants of the city had been brought out 
of their homes, and had joined in the pursuit 
of Joshua, suddenly that brave man halted in 
his flight, and with his spear pointing toward 
the city, thirty thousand men bounded from 
the thickets as panthers spring to their prey, 
and the pursuers were dashed to pieces, while 
the hosts of Joshua pressed up to the City, and 
with their lighted torches tossed it into 
flame. Thus it was that the discoveries of 
science seemed to give temporary 
victory against God and the Bible, and fora 
while the church acted as if she were on a re- 
treat; but, when all the opposers of God and 
truth had ‘ero in the pursuit, and were sure 
of the field, Christ gave the signal to His 
church, and, turning, they drove back their 
foes in shame. There was found to be no an- 
tagonism between nature and revelation. The 
universe and the Bible were found to be the 
work of the same hand, two strokes of the 
same pen, their authorship the same God. 

Again: Learn the lesson that pride goes be- 
fore a fall. Was any man ever so far up as 
Haman, who tumbled so far down? Yes, on 
a smaller scale every day the world sees the 
same thing. Against their very advantages 
men trip into destruction. When God hum- 
bles proud men, it is usually at the moment of 
their greatest arrogancy. If there be a man in 
your community greatly puffed up with worldly 
success, you have but to stand a little 
while and you will see him come down. You 
say, I wonder that God allows that man to go 
on riding over others’ heads and making great 
assumptions of power. There isno wonder 
aboutit. Haman has not yet got tothe top. 
Pride is a commander, well plumed and 
caparisoned, but it leads forth adark and 
frowning host. We have the best of authority 
for saying that ‘‘Pride goeth before destruction, 
and a haughty spirit before a fall.’’ The 
arrows from the Almighty’s quiver are apt to 
strike a man when on the wing. Goliath 
shakes his great spearin defiance, but the 
small stones from the brook Elah make him 
stagger and fall like an ox under the butcher’s 
bludgeon. He who is down cannot fall. Ves- 
sels scudding under bare poles do not feel the 
force of the storm, but those with all sails set 
capsize at the suddet descent of the tempest. 

Again: This oriental tale reminds us of the 
fact that wrongs we prepare for others return 
upon ourselves. The gallows that Haman 
built for Mordecai became the prime minister’s 
strangulation. Robespierre, who sent so many 
to the guillotine, had hisown head ¢hopped 
off by that horrid instrument. The evil you 
practice ou others will recoil upon your own 
pate. Slanders come home. Oppressions come 
home. Cruelties come home. You will yet 
be a lackey walking beside the very charger 
on which you expected toride others down. 
When Charles the First, who had destroyed 
Strafford, was abont to be beheaded, he said, 
®T basely ratified ai tinjist &nfendd; And the 
similar injustice _ [am nowto undergois a 
sensible’ retribution for the punish- 
ment I inflicted on an inno- 
cent man.”’ Lord Jeffries, after incarcerating 
many innocent and good people in London 
Tower, was himself imprisoned in the same 
place, where the shades of those whom he had 
maltreated seemed to haunt him so that he 
kept crying to his attendants: ‘Keep them off, 
gentlemen! for God’s sake keep them off!’ 
The chickens had come home to roost. The 
body of Bradshaw, the English judge, who had 
been ruthless and cruel in his decisions, was 
taken from his splendid tomb in Westminister 

bbey, andat Tyburn hung on a gallows from 
morning until night in the = presence 
of jeering multitudes. Haman’s gallows 
came a little late, but they came. 
Opportunities fly in a_ straight line, 
and just touch usas they pass from eternity to 
eternity, but the wrongs we do others fly ina 
circle, and, however thecircle may widen out, 
they are sure to come back to the point from 
which they started. There are guns that 
kick! 

Furthermore, let the story of Haman teach 
us how guickly turns the wheel of fortune. 
One day, excepting the king, Hamman was the 
mightiest man in Persia; but the next day, a 
lackey. So we goup, and so we come down. 
You seldom tind any man twenty years in the 
same circumstances. Of those re 3, in political 
life twenty years ago, were the most promi- 
nent, how few remain in conspicuity! Politi- 
cal parties make certain men do their hard 
work, and then, after using them as hacks, | 
turn them out on the commons to die. Every 
four years there is a complete revolution, and 
about five thousand men who ought certainly 
to be the next president are shamefully disap- 
pointed; while some, who this day are obscure 
and poverty-stricken, will ride upon the shoul- 
ders of the people, and take their turn at ad- 
miration and the spoils of office. Oh, how 
quickly the wheel turns! Ballot-boxesare the 
steps on which men come down as often as 
they goup. Of those who were long ago suc- 
cessful in the accumulation of property, how 
few have not met with reverses! while many 
of those who then were straitened in circum- 
stances now hold the bonds and the bank-keys 
of the nation. Of all fickle things in the 
world, fortune is the most fickle. Every day 
she changes her mind, and woe to the man 
wlio puts any confidence in what she 
promises or — proposes! She cheers 
when you go Up. and she 
laughs when youcome down. Oh, trust not 
a moment your heart’s affections to this 
changeful world! Anchor your soul in God. 
From Christ’s companionship gather your 
satisfaction. Then come sorrow or gladness, 
success or defeat, riches or poverty, honor or 
disgrace, health or sickness, life or death,time 
or eternity, all are yours, and ye are Christ’s 
and Christ is God’s. 

Again, this Haman’s history shows us that 
outward possessions and circumstances cannot 
make aman happy. While yet fully vested 
in authority and the chief adviser of the Per- 
sian monarch and everything that — e 
and pomp and splendor of residence could do 
were his, he isan object-lesson of. wretched- 
ness.

NORTHERN SCHOOL-BOOKS. 


An Entire Class in a Richmond School Never 
Heard of Jefferson Davis. 
From the Richmond Dispatch. 

On Wednesday evening, May 7th, Broad 
and Franklin streets presented an animated 
scene. Thenand there thousands witnessed 
with cheers what other thousands were doing 
with alacrity—namely, hauling to its pedestal 
that monument of the past which the present 
will soon consecrate to the future, the eques- 
trian statue of General Robert E. Lee. 

Among the busiest in the throng were some 
thousands, so the papers estimated, of boys 
and girls. But as looked at them one 
thought saddened me; forit was fresh in my 
mind what I had been surprised to read a few 
days before, that when the news of Mr. Davis’s 
death reached Richmond last winter one of the 
teachers in a public schgol here had called u 
ah “Kavilided clasd fo MhsWer, And the 
‘not one of these pupils had 
been able to answer the ques- 
tion: ‘Who was Jefferson Dayis?’’ All but 
one showed a blank ignorance, and that one 
replied that ‘‘he had been a general in desire 
to remove this reproach that induced our 
patriotic mayor to offer a medal to that pupil 
of the public schools who should write the 
best essay on the life and services of Jefferson 
the confederate army.” How much more 
enlightened, thought I, are those youthful 
toilers as to the place occupied by Robert E. 
Lee in the lost, but glorious cause? 

Perhaps the ignorance of those pupils eught 
not to have surprised me, for I had recently 
heard an ex-teacher and a Christian worker 
deciare that the parents left the secular teach- 
ing of their children almost entirely to the 
teachers of the schools, and their religious 
education pretty much to the teachers of the 
Sunday-schools. 

Having neither chick nor child myself I 
cannot testify in this matter. But speak- 
ing now only of the secular aspect of the 
case I can feel how bad it will be for my 
countrymen, the people of Virginia, if this 
condition of things is to continue; as it 
threatens to doif what I hear be true—viz., 
that an active effort is being made to get rid 
of all the books that are written by Virginians 
except Maury’s geography, and that they are 
more or less owned by southern men they are 
to be displaced by a set of books published by 
a book trust in New York; that an agreement, 
not yet, perhaps, amounting to a contract, 
has been reached to that effect; that 
the teachers in the public schools of 
Richmond have ranged themselves on the side 
of the trust by petitioning to adopt its books 
into our schools; and that the trust has em- 
ployed paid agents—among them some lawyers 
of supposed influence—each with one or more 
of the rd of education, to besiege the gov- 
ernor, the superintendent of public instruc- 
tion and the attorney-general, and induce 
them to adopt the ks, including copy- 
books, that are published by the trusts. 

Against all which I, a tax-payer anda Vir- 
ginian, protest in the name of sound policy 
and patriotism.

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The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in its 
weekly review of. the cotton movement, 
for "the week ending last Friday, says that 
the total receipts have reached 13,883 bales, 
against 11,505 bales last week and 16,408 
bales the previous week, making the total 
receipts since the Ist of September, 1889, 
5,742,765 bales, against 5,462,811 bales for 
the same period of 1888-9, showing an 1n- 
crease since September 1, 1889, of 279,954 
bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
24.848 bales, of which 20,451 were to Great 
Britain, 603 to France and 3,704 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 602,300 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 6,212 bales, including 2,573 for export 
and 2,639 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 86,000 bales. There is an increase of 
cotton in sight of 163,243 bales as com- 
pared with the same date last year, an in- 
crease of 128,241 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1888 and a decrease of 
22.919 bales as compared with 1887. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 5,810 bales, and are 
5,137 bales lessthan at the same period last 
year. The receipts at the same towns have 
been 478 bales less than the same week 
last year, and since September Ist the re- 
ceipts at all the towns are 7,966 bales more 
than for the same time in 1888-89. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1889, are 5,768,394 bales; 
in. 1888-89 were 5,491,630 bales; in 1887-88 
were 5,438,767 bales, Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 13,883 
bales, the actual movement from planta- 
tions was only 7,787 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at the interior towns. 
Last year the receipts from the plantations 
for the same week were 5,318 bales and for 
1888 they were 10,166 bales. 

The increase in amount in sight, as com- 
pared with last year, is 278,638 bales, the 
excess as compared with 1887-88 is 337,298 
bales and the gain over 1886-87 reaches 
787,980 bales. 

The Chronicle says that the speculation in 
cotton for future delivery at New York was, 
for the-first half of the week under review, 
much more active, showing at times some 
excitement. Prices for this crop made a de- 
cided advance, and the next crop gained a: 
few points. The hints’ toward a.eewiter on™ 
July céntraetS and the stépping of short 
notices for May caused anxiety among par- 
ties who were ‘‘short,’’ and buying to cover 
contracts became active and persistent. 

July was the favorite month on Saturday 
and Monday. Many who covered for that 
month were sellers for August and Septem- 
ber, but on Tuesday August took the lead in 
the volume of business, and advanced 
11 points, while the other months were only 
slightly dearer. The | generally _ better 
‘weather at the South checked the specu- 
lation in the next crop, notwithstanding its 
cheapness compared with this crop. 

On Wednesday a sharp advance in Liver- 
pool met with but a partial response in this 
market, and the close was dull at a slight 
advance; active buying for September being 
the most notable feature. On Thursday the 
fpeculative activity measurably abated, and 
the market was unsettled, the close again 
showing irregularity. An early decline, 
under lower prices at Liverpool and large re- 
ceipts at Bombay, was partially recovered. 

Friday an early advance, in response toa 
marked improvement at Liverpool, was 
mostly lost under sales to realize, prompted, 
apparently, by the closing of the Liverpool 
market until Wednesday next for the Whit- 
suntide holidays. Cotton on the spot ad- 
vanced 1-16c. on Saturday and ¢c. on Mon- 
day. These higher prices kept business 
within narrow limits, and mainly for home 
consumption.

Shade Trees and Their Protection. 

How is it that the city authorities are too 
busy to look somewhat more closely after 
what may be called the ornamentation of the 
town? Oneof thebeanties of Atianta ought 
to be found in its shade trees, but this mat- 
ter’ has been sadly neglected, not only by 
the property-owners but by the city itself. 

With respect to tree-planting for use and 
beauty, Atlanta has a long road to goand a 
good deal to learn if her present policy is to 
be continued indefinitely.. In all other cities 
of which we have any knowledge, tree- 
planting is carried on systematically. It is 
a definite part of the municipal peliey, and 
its importance to the city, to the individual 
and to the value of property is thoroughly 
understood and realized; and its relations to 
the sanitary condition of the city are recog- 
nized and insisted on. 

But Atlanta has no such policy, and is, 
therefore, not to be compared in this re- 
spect with cities which plant trees and protect 
them. This fact reacts: on the property- 
owners, and causes them to neglect this most 
important feature of home-making, There 
are many beautiful trees in Atlanta, and 
many homes are made more beautiful by 
them, but they only serve to emphasize the 
fact that miles of streets are comparatively 
barren and thousands of homes lack the 
grateful presence of shade-trees. , 

The neglect.of citizens in this matter is 
the natural outgrowth. of the careless pdlicy 
of the city: Not many years ago, streets 
were graded and regraded every time the 
moon changed. No sooner did the citizeh 
plant out shade-trees than the surveyor 
would come along, establish another grade 
and uproot the trees. The streets are ina 
more settled condition now, so far as grading 
is concerned, and it is to be hoped that the 
city, as well as the citizen, will give more 
attention to the planting of trees. ae 

What can the city do? it may be asked. 
Well, the city can do as other’ ¢ities* Have 
done and are doing. It can adopta definite, 
permanent . and artistic policy in” this 
matter. It can promete the -planting .of 
trees as a part of the general work of public 
improvement. It can plant‘trees itself, and 
protect those that are planted by the private 
citizens. ’ é: ~ oe 

This protections a vagy important matter- 
when it is undertaken in aminteHigemt man- 
ner. If any reader fails to understand what 
we mea by protection, it will only be neces- 


observe the condition ef-the trees. It will 
be,foyn that the most of themare suffering 
from gaping wounds and scars. Neafly ail 
bear testimony to the voracious appetites of 
the horses of this town. On Whitehall street, 
from Trinity church to the West End line, 
the sound trees may be counted. on the fin- 
gers, and there will be some fingers to spare. 
Many of the scars are healed, but a tree that 
is scarred is shorn of its beauty, its health 
and its vigor. 

When a citizen plants a tree on the side- 
walk in front. of his door, the public isa 
large sharer in the benefits, and the public 
should protect the tree in its own interests. 
This is a very large subject—larger and 
more important in its bearings than our 
authorities seem to suspect. 


Rudyard Kipling. 

Within the past few months the nanie of 
this young man has become.familiar.ta the 
literary world. He is the second poet since 
Byron who awoke one morning and feund 
himself famous, much to his surprise. His 
verses are now being copied in every premi- 
nent newspaper in the country, and it may 
be said that the newspapers have made him 
famous. His genius has been recognized by 
the critics of two continents, and he is now 
enjoying world-wide. popularity. James 
Payn, the celebrated English novelist, 
makes his work the subject of extended 
comment in one of his. letters to the Inde- 
pendent, placing him side by side with 
Robert Louis Stevenson and Rider Haggard 
—men whom he considers the best and most 
famous of young writers whe appear to. have 
reaped the prominence at a bound. 

The charm of this young man’s poetry ig 
what old ‘‘Stapleton’’ would call ‘thuman 
natur’.”’ He writes down the world as he 
sees it and men as he knows them; he just 
bubbles over with human nature, singing as 
he feels, following no rules and imitating no 
one. His poetry charms instantly, and if he 
makes good the premise of His yonth it is: 
likely to charm forever. His ‘‘Danny 
Deever’’ is as natural and rythmic as. a+ 
river in its flow, and there is a famiiar 
picture in every line of it; and yet another 
poem, ‘‘The Last of the Light Brigade,’ 
though crude, is tender and touching and 
true to nature.

‘find myself striking out superfluous epithets, 
reducing superlatives into positives, bringing 
subjunctive moods into indicative, and in 
most instances passing my pen through every 
passage. which had seemed, while I was 
writing it, to be particularly fine. If you 
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but you must your ear for that.’’

THE 0 UTHERN me AwePORTATION 
COMPANY’S ENTERPRISE. 


A Great Scheme on Foot to Provide Re- 
frigerator Cars for the Georgia 


_ There is a’ movement’ on foot to organize a 
southern transportation company, and build 
1,000 refrigerator cars to carry fruits and vege~ 
tables north and bring beef and other perish- 
able goods south. 

It will take near a million dollars to accom- 
plish this,-but it. is -we)l worth undertaking. 
Tolls on refrigerator cars have heretofore been: 
almost prohibitive on-certain. kinds.of fruit. 
and vegetables—in some instances last year 
the charge was $175 a car from Griffin to New 
York. * 

Of late’some large experiments with refrig- 
erator cars have been very successful, and this’ 
has led the new movement to. build 1,000 cars 
to be owned largely by the fruit and vegetable 


| growers of Georgia. 


The cars used in the banana trains which 
the East Tennessee and Plait’ systems have 
been running recently from’Tampato:Chicago, 
were combination refrigerator and ventilator 
cars, made by the Riordan:company. The tem- 
perature is regulated at will down 
‘to about 45 degrees, the owner claims, 
by swift currents of cool air. In the 1,400 mile 
trip from Tampa to Chicago, -bananas which 
had already stood: the steamer voyage from 
‘ Jamaica, were carried without ice and deliv- 
ered in Chicago in prime condition. The East 

Tennessee has been rurining 100 of: these cars 
that way, and now proposes to turn them over 
to the melon people; so they may have refrig- 
erator cars for the first-time. 

But this is not enough for the immense fruit 
and vegetable business of Géorgia. Hence the 
movement to build 1,000 more. 

- Mr. D. W. Rierdan, the patentee and head 
of the Riordan Refrigerator Car company, of 
Chicago, is in the city to confer with gentle- 
men who wish to organize a transportation 
company that.will build the cars needed. 

The:plan-propesed -is something similar to 
that of the car trustsowhich have been coining 
money in Georgia. The refrigerator cars cost 
$850, and on thé mileage of three-quarters of 
a cent they earn the year round about $20 a 
month. The priceis the same as’ commen 
ears, but they are more continually in 
use, handling fruits and vegetables 
north, and- beef, etc., south. So they earn 
twenty-five per cent or more of their cost per 
annum. This makes them an extraordinary 
investment—so good that parties having one- 
fourth the necessary capital can get the re- 
mainder on their bonds without difficulty. 

“With $250,000 to start on I can get money 
enough to build the thousand cars,’’ said Mr. 
Riordan, “half this amount will be subscribed 
north. We could start well. on a subscription 
of $100,000 south.”’ 

There is a car trust in Atlanta that built 
$60,000: worth of cars and listed them on a 
leading southern road. They borrowed most 
of the money and put out the cars on mileage. 
The result was thatin afew years the bonds 
were paid off, the investment earned and the 
company had the property clear. 

‘How long will your cars last?” 
Riordan was asked. 

“Ten years is the guarantee,” said he, ‘‘and 
with- a little overhauling they will run ten 
years more.”’ 

The peculiar nature of railroad. business of- 
fers a fine opportunity for this kind of enter- 
prise. A Georgia railroad president remarked 
not long ago that, in the busy season especi- | 
ally, railroads could always use more carsthan 
they could afford to buy. They were, there- 
fore, glad. to list the cars of these trustsat a 
reasonable mileage. The pre@etit basis is 

. three-quarters of a cent a mile. Compromears 
average about 1,000'miles.a month ; the refrig- 
erators muck more. The year-round 
average is put by Mr. Riordan as 
stated above at twenty dollars, or about 3,000 
miles amionth. But.the banana. train now 
ruuning between Tampa and Chicago, will 
make nearer 6,000 miles a month. Those cars 
a keep up that ‘lick about.six months, and 

tlien drop off, so the average ‘will be about 
what Mr. Biordan makes it.

At these ages, therefore, the boys and girls 
respectively are called upon to make public 
their’ vows of religious faith, and in public 
speeches before the congregation’ to relieve 
their parents from the responsibility of their 
conduct, taking it all upon themselves 
for the remainder of. their lives 

Such was the nature of the special confirma- 
tion service yesterday, conducted by Rev. Leo 
Reich, rabbi of the Hebrew Benevolent con- 
gregation. 

The service nat10 o’clock. The syna- 
gogne was literally packed with the largest. 
congregation that-has beenin the building for- 
years, and was decorated most beautifully with 
mottoes wreathed with tlowers and evergreens. 

The service was begun with a beautiful 
song, ‘‘Boruch Habbah,’’ by the choir. 

After this.came the salutation, by Rev. Leo 
Reich, which was interesting ‘and forcible 
after bis own original style. 

The confirmation opening prayer was offered 
“by Miss. Davie Bach, and was: impressive in 
the extreme. When it was over, the: claas. 
sang ‘‘Hear, O Father,’’ the music of which 
was Comp asee and dedicated to the class by |. 
Professor J. M. Mayer. 

The floral offering with prayer was perhaps 
the most beautiful feature of the entire ser- 
vice. Every candidate marching in pairs car- 
ried beautiful floral offerings to the shrine; de- 
positing them there with prayer. . 

Then the Torah scroll was: taken from the 
shrine.and was carried by the: rabbi with ail 
the candidates following him,. until it. was 
placed on the reading,desk, the choir all the 


The ten commandments were then read by 
two pupils, after which: the class in :concert 
said a blessing and the choir answered, 
“Amen, hallelujah!”’ 

The choir sang, ‘‘Bend Down Thy Ear, O 
Lord’’ in a perfectly charming manner, after 
which theexamination ofthe candidates: was 
conducted by the rabbi. This was an impres- 
sive part of the order of the service, and’ was a 
creditable one: for the young boys and girls 
who applied. for confirmation, ‘Thank We 
the Lord’ was sung by the choir, after which 
the rabbi addressed the candidates. .

New Invention That Works a Revolution . 


With Electric Street Railways—A 
Boon for Atlanta. 


Flere is a great invention for Atlanta. 
The problem of underground electric wires 


pas been solved at last, and Atlanta gets all 


the honor. 
Itis not generally known that a company, 


packed by a capital stock of $600,000, is form- 
ing in Atlanta to establish a newly invented 
wctem of electric motive power, but such is 
strictly true. 
~ And Atlanta stands today the pioneer in the 
greatest appliance of electricity’ as a motive 
ower known to the civilized world. 
” Mr. Laurence Westerland is the inventor. 
Heisa graduate of the technological school 
and university of Stockholin, Sweden, and is 
well-known as the man who invented the 
‘Brosius improved sewing machine motor and 
verfected its working. He is now in charge of 
the great improvements that are being made 


$n that invention. 


Mr. Westerland isa mechanical and elec- 
trical expert of rare ability and is thorough in 
every science involved in the invention that 
he has just completed and will put in practice. 

THE NEW CONDNBIT. 

The new arrangement that will be applied 
to the street railways of Atlanta is a most in- 
genious invention, though a simple one in its 
essentia] parts. 

it consists of a wire about the usual size 
now used to cenduct electric currents for the 
railways, and this is encircled by a frame of 


~ east iron, tliis surrounding the wire in a man- 


ner that its walls on the interior are more than 
five inches from the wire. 

This space is given to prevent the current 
from losing its strength by induction on the 
east iron covering, and the wire 
js insulated by little pillars from the bottom of 
the frame of cast iron. There is a narrow 
aperture running lengthwise in the top of the 
frame through which connection is made with 
the motor. 

This system of wiring is put in pieces eight 
feet in length, and these are laid in the ground 
and fastened together quite securely, much after 
the order of railroad tracks. This con- 
duit is Jaid in the center of _ the 
tracks of the railway, just as the 
present overhead wires are strung above, 
and the connection is made with the motor in 


’ the ear above by means of a trolley similar to 


those used in the overhead system, but with 
several modifications, which make it, so the 
inventor claims, a vast improvement over the 
present one. 

Instead of having a spring to keep the 
trolley pressed against the wire below, it 
is allowed to work by gravity, con- 
necting as it does with the car by 
means of a loosely’ riveted elbow. 

In this way the trolly hangs from the centre 
of the car, where it connects with the motor 
to the wire in the encasement of cast iron be- 
lew, and runs along the track of the wire 
smoothly, whether the car bounce or sink. 

THE GREAT ADVANTAGES. 

It is claimed for the new arrangment that, 
aside from settling forever she question of 
danger to life and property from overhead 
electric railroad wires, it is cheaper than any 


‘systein that has yet been hit upon. 


The present system, with its double string 
of overhead wires and innumerable iron posts, 


_ tan not compete with the simple contrivance 


described above for cheapness; the former at- 
tempts at underground wires have been a fail- 
nre for the very reason of their enormous 
The cheapness of the invention is one 
ofits most striking features, and will give it 
greater advancement than any other system 
that could possible be hit upon. 
THE COMPANY ORGANIZING. 

The invention is in the hands of a company, 
which will be largely increased in the near 
future. 

The charter for the company is being drawn 
and will be obtained by legal process at once. 

With the men that have it in hand the 
scheme will know no such word as fail. The 
conduit has been tested by electricians and 
mechanical experts of. the highest rank 
and they are universal in the 
verdict that it is perfectly practical.

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STEPS TO BE TAKEN TO RELIEVE 
THE PRESSURE ON CITY COURT. 


A Committee of the Atlanta Bar to Examine 
Into the Condition of the City Court 
Dockets and Improve the Situation. 


The city court of Atlanta is crowded with 
work, 

The increase of the business of this court is 
soinething phenomenal. 

For the December term of 1888 there were 
164 civil cases docketed. 
1889, there were 195. For the December term, 
1889, there were 187, and forthe June term, 
1890, there are 254 civil cases on the docket. 

The increase of criminal cases has beén 
The number of cases in this 
branch of the court is much larger than on 
the civil side, and the result is that the court 
is keptin session nearly all the time, and stil] 
it is behind in civil work. 

The bench and bar of the city have been 
cognizant of these facts for some time. The 
same state of affairs exists in the superior 
court, but the pressure is not so great there as 
in the city court. 

TO REMEDY THEJrROVELY. 
a meeting of the Fulton county bar was 
called in the city court-room immediately fal- 
lowing the adjournment of the court Saturday 
morning. . 

Judge Howard Van Epps was called to the 
chair, and he stated his views in the matter im 
a short address. 

He saidthat there had been 254 bills filed 
for the June term ofthe city court, and that 
the most of them were railroad cases. He 
thought that some steps ought to be taken to 
separate the criminal from the civil side of the 
court. 

Mr. Hoke Smith made a motion tothe fol- 
lowing effect: 

That a committee of five members of the bar 
be appointed to take the matter into considera- 
tion and report to a meeting of the bar at as 
early a date as possible, suggesting some man- 
ner of legis!ation that will relieve the pressure 
on the courts. 

Col. N. J. Hammond then arose 
dressed the meeting. He proposed 
that the committee be instructed 
to examine the docket at the city court and 
find out whether or not a large majority of the 
railroad cases, whose cause for action occurred 
in other counties, were brought to Fulton 
county for trial, and he further suggested that 
one way of relieving the pressure here was to 
considersome plan of legislation by which cas¢s 
of damage suit against railroad companies 
should be filed in the counties where 
the cause for the suit occurred. 

His metion was defeated by a vote of thirty 
to nineteen, and the original motion was then 
adopted.

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THE CASE WILL BE ARGUED ON 
NEXT SATURDAY. 


The Hearing Before Judge Clarke and the 


Showing Made—An Interesting Gather- 
ing Before the Judge. | 


Tolleson—J. R. Tolleson—president of the 
Mercantile Banking company that was, is still 
in jail. 

Despite the fact that he made what pur- 
ported to be a full showing of his assets in his 
reply, through Judge John L. Hopkins, filed 
during the week, he is a prisoner. 

The reasons for this action are various. 

When the case was cailed in chambers 
Saturday morning, Tolleson was ready, and so 
were his attorneys, Hopkins & Son. But the 
other side was not ready. 

Colonel B. F. Abbott, of the firm of Abbott 
& Smith, representing the Prairie State 
National bank of Chicago and the Fourth 
National bank of Mobile, was the first to rise. 

In behalf of his firm asd their clients, he 
asked fora continuance of the case on the 
ground that they had not had time to make a 
thorough investigation of the defendant’s 
petition so as to prepare an appropriate reply 
to the allegations therein. 

OTHER DEFENDANTS FOLLOW SUIT. 

Colonel N. J. Hammond, of Hammond & 
Son, representing the Fourth National bank 


-of Louisville, disclaimed any arrangements 


with Tolleson to exchange collections and set- 
tle by balance, as claimed by Tolleson in his 
reply. 

Judge Hopkins’s reply was in accord with 

the position already taken in the case, that 
the reply of Judge Clarke comprehended the 
idea that Tolleson had not disposed of the 
ssets of the Mercantile Banking company 
prior to his imprisonment under the order of 
Judge Clarke, in not turning over the assets 
as ordered by the court. 

He argued, in behalf of his client, that the 
transfer of the $6,500 from the Mercantile 
Banking company to the Atlanta Mercantile 
company, Was a bona fide business transaction, 
and that Tolleson regarded the two corpora- 
tions as distinctly separate, the one, Atlanta 
Mercantile company, being for the lending and 
borrowing of money, and the Mercantile 
Banking company being an agency for the col- 
lection of claims from other banks or bus- 
iness firms. 

Judge Hopkins also pleaded for his client 
that the latter had been confined in jail for 
many months, had been compelled to pledge 
his personal security for loans of money to 
support his family, and that Tolleson was now 
in a destitute condition and wanted to purge 
himself of contempt so as to meet any ac- 
cusations that might be brought against him in 
the way of criminal charges. He was willing 


to aid the receiver any way in his power. 
THE CASE POSTPONED. * 


Judge Clarke then propounded the question 
to Judge Hopkins in regard to the $15,000. 
He asked if the complainants were to come 
into court afid prove that Tolleson had not 
paid out that amount on old debts, according 
to the statements embodied in his reply, would 
that not show that Tolleson had that amount 
still in his possession ? 

Judge Hopkins answered by giving a -short 
rehearsa) of the facts contained in the docu- 
ment, and insisting that it wasa hardship to 
keep Tolleson in jail, after the showing 
made. 

But Judge Clarke thought otherwise and 
decided to postpone the hearing until next 
Saturday, May 31, so as to give the attorneys 
for the original plaintiffs time to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the case. They claim 
they can prove certain of Tolleson’s state- 
ments to be false, and will be ready fora hear- 
ing on Saturday.
